Rev. Mr. Collier’s Report. 





Tothe Boston Baptist Female Society for Missionary 
Purposes. 
[Coneluded from page 174. | 

I have attended upwards of three hundred 
meetings the year past, which have been con- 
ducted sometimes by preaching, and sometimes 
by exhortation or reading of tracts, or pieces out 
of a religious newspaper or magazine, according 
to the circumstances, character and condition of 
the people composing the same. I have preach- 
ed or held meetings in private houses occasional- 
ly ; and sometimes where there were aged people 
who have not been at meeting for five or six 
years, and but few times in ten or twelve years. 
Tn nyy visits from house to house among the poor, 
virtuous and vicious, 1 have been greatly aided 
by the presence and conversation of the mem- 
bers of this Society, and other Christian female | 
friends. About thirty individuals, in small par- 
ties, have accompanied me from time to time, in 
this service, during the year past. 1 hope the 
number and labors of such will be greatly multi- 
plied in time to come. Certain I am that there 
is no way in which a single Missionary can be so 
useful as when he is liberally assisted by such 
services. . 

In these visits, the ladies have very kindly en- 
tered, sometimes, iato a free inquiry respecting 
the condition of certain families where they have 
visited, particularly about the children and 
younger members of such families; adapting 
their friendly advice to their circumstances, and 
not unfrequently their charities to their necessi- 
ties. The forlorn condition of such children has 
often excited our tenderest sympathies. We 
have held out tothem the hand of kindness—they 
have sometimes taken hold of it, and we have 
conducted them into comfortable situations, in 
respectable families; but, I lament to say that 
sock kindness bas not been duly appreciated by 
the parents, nor much honored by the subsequent 
conduet of their children. The condition of hun- 
dreds of children in this city, is very bazardous 
and miserable, but there seems to be little pros- 
pect of doing them good, unless they can be 
separated from those families where ignorance 
reigns and vice rages. If a system of measures 
could be devised and put into operation, by which 
children and youth so situated might be provided 
with suitable places in the country, where they 
would be put to school and regularly brought up 


and especially the Missionary operations, which 


patronage and that of similar Societies. 

Not long since I was requested to visita young 
woman from the country, whose mother, it was 
said, was a member of a Baptist Church in the 
town from whence she came to thiscity. I went, 
accompanied by the sister, who stated to me her 
case and the circumstances attending it, as far as 
she had been made acquainted with them. The 
person referred to, was a very interesting young 
woman, but little more than twenty years of age, 
who had forsaken the counsels of a pious mother, 
resisted the tender influences of her prayers, and 
waded, through the swelling floods of her tears, 
in search of the pleasures of sin for a season, in 
the devious paths of dissipation and debasiify in- 
dulgences. Her father was dead. He, I believe, 
was also a member of the church in that place. 
The sight of the young woman affected my heart. 
Away from home—in the midst of unfeeling as- 
sociates—waxing worse and worse in sin and dis- 
grace, till perhaps her feet should take hold on 
death, and her soul be lost forever! I thought 
of her mother. I spoke kindly to her, and con- 
versed I hope faithfully with her. I reminded 
her of home and her better days, and blighted 
prospects—exhorted her to repentance, and to 
return to her mother’s house. I told her of 
the love of Jesus, and of the grace and freeness 
with which he would receive her, if she sought 
his mercy with a broken and contrite heart. I 
thought of the relation in which I stood to ber 
parent in the Church of God—that we were 
communicants at the same table in that holy fam- 
ily—members of the mystical body of Christ, and 
partakers of that one bread of the Gospel, by 
which all the household of fuith are symbolically 
united in the purifying power of His precious 
blood, the seal of the everlasting covenant of his 
salvation and glory. I discovered to her my feel- 
ings, arising out of these circumstances, with 
which her ease was connected. I talked much 
with her about the communion table of the Sa- 
viour—told her that it was my privilege and 
honor to meet her mother there, and my grief and 
her disgrace to see her child here. She wept.— 
With eyes suffused in tears, | prayed, and we 
parted. The interview made such an impression 
upon her mind, that, asshe subsequently acknow- 
ledged, she could not live under such a load of 
distress, and to obtain relief she was obliged, as 
she said, to have recourse to the accursed thing— 
yes, emphatically the accursed thing—Rvm, to 
drown her sorrows and drive off the thoughts of 
eternity, and relieve her from the dread respon- 
sibility of meeting her mother and her Judge 
anotherday. lHlow dreadful to think, my friends, 
that the Christian community, after all that has 
been said and done about intemperance, are so 
little interested in that state of society which led 
her to such a course, in order to efface from her 
mind every trace of such an interview, and is 
leading thousands more in the same way ! 

I will now take leave to call your attention to 
another case of an entirely different character. 

Some of you may, perhaps, recollect that at the 
prayer meetings, on the first Monday in January, 
it Was suggested that we all ought, iu some way 
or other, to become Missionaries, and that if we 
could spare but one half hour in the week, it 
was urged that we should dtvote that half hour 
to the good of others—it was too important a 
portion of our time to be lost—it should be 
spent in prayer, or in some other way to pro- 
mote the success of the Missionary cause. An 
individual who was present, from the country, on 
retiring to the family where she was accommo- 





to some useful business, by the consent of their 
parents or the influence of publie authority, im- 
tense good, to this community, would be the 
certain fruits of such labor. The condition and 
prospects of a large number of children, in the 
midst of us, are certainly among the most impor- 
tantand interesting subjects which can occupy 
the attention and engage the services of a City 
Missionary, or the Christian public. The Rev. 
Dr. Tuckerman has taken a very lively and hon- 
orable interest in the condition of the children 
here referred to. And his views and feelings, as 
expressed in his seventh semi-annual Report, ad- 
dressed to the 
are deserving the most serious and respectful 
consideration of every patriot, philanthropist, and 

Christian, in this and other cities. Among many 

other things which might be suggested for the 

improvement and comfort of poor families, espe- 

cially the respectable poor, permit me to remark, | 
that, the manner in which assistance is afforded | 
to such, by many of our citizens, is highly objec- 

tionable in some points of view. ‘There is a 

large amount of provision and other articles of | 
second hand value thrown by in the houses of the 

opulent and other families of respectability in our 

city, Which ought not to be lost. The needy 

are entitled to them; and, in general, if properly 

applied for, they would be promptly granted 

them. But it has often given me pain to see 

about our streets, children with their bas- 
kets and dirty little baga soliciting these and 

other kinds of charity; especially in school 

houses, and even on the holy Sabbath, when 

they ought to be at meeting or found among the 
numerous and happy litte pupils around their 
Sabbath School Teachers, on that day. ‘To se- 

cure these bounties to the poor, and at the same 
time, save them from the degradation of beggary, 

as pursued upon the present system, 1 would 
take leave to suggest, that every family which 
has any thing of this kind to bestow, should 
search out the poor and needy, in their own im- 
mediate neighbourhoods, and extend to them all 
their surplus provisions and other articles which 
they have to bestow upon families of this deserip- 
tion. If this method was generally adopted, 
throughout our city, all the fragments would be 
gathered up, that nothing be lost, and the wants 
of the poor much better aupplied than they are 
according to the present mode. In this way, they 
could be made comfortable and kept at school, 
where they would be improving their education, 
and, in @ measure, be secure in their morals. 
And I will add that, ifthe rich should even re- 
quire a few hours service from some of the mem- 
bers of such families, it would enhance the value 
of their donation in the estimation of the respecta- 
ble poor—bring the different classes of society 
more acquainted with each other—inspire an 
honorable feeling in the recipients of their boun- 
ty, and lead them, perhaps, to habits of industry 
which would result in their future respectability 
end happiness through life. 

Intimately connected with this subject is the 
vice of Intemperance ; indeed, if I were to assert, 
that the latter is the cause of three quarters of 
the amount of the former, it would be saying 
nothing more than what has been proved to be 
the fact, in a great variety of cases, by the public 
journals of the day. It is not my intention to en- 
large upon this subject, but will just state one 
case, which will show in a very striking manner 
the deleterious effects of the use of Ardent Spirits, 
in view of the suceewp of the Gospel of Christ, 
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| dated, was asked if she intended to comply with 
| the recommendation, and if so, how she would 
| spend the time? She replied that she thought 
| she would spend the half hour weekly, as reeom- 
| mended, in prayer for the conversion of her chil- 
ldren. She did’so—but had not proceeded far nor 
| waited long before her prayers were answered in 
| the conversion of three of her sons, some of whom, 
if not all of them, have since made an open pro- 
| fession of religion. She has, as I have been in- 

formed, extended her prayers for others, which I 
| hope will be equally successful ; and that we shall 
|all be encouraged, in this exercise, by her example. 


In my visits among the sick, and while standing 

by the bed side of the dying, I have sometimes 
| mingled the tear of tenderness with words of fuith- 
fulness and of prayer, while discharging the duties 
of a Minister and a Missionary onsuch occasions. 
In sume cases I have seen the good effects of 
such visits in the subsequent conduct of even the 
most immoral ; but such cases are so rare,and there 
is so much uncertainty about their continuance, 
that I feel unwilling to notice them, in this pub- 
lic manner, exceptin very general terms and with 
much caution. Some persons with whom I have 
conversed, under such circumstances, have gone 
out of the world with the most dismal forebodings 
about their future condition; and although we can- 
not, and of course, ought not, to judge of their fi- 
nal destiny, our apprehensions respecting them 
are justly ofthe most painful character. We 
leave them in the hands of a righteous and mer- 
ciful God. I have attended eleven funerals the 
year past, and performed the usual services on 
such occasions. 

I have become acquainted with eight indivi- 
duals, who have neglected, some of them for seve- 
ral years, the duties and privileges of their pro- 
fession. It seems, however, almost impossible to 
renew them again to repentanee. SJtis of great 
importance when strangers come among us, es- 
pecially brethren and sisters from the country, 
that we should assiduously cultivate a Christian 
acquaintance with them; such may frequently be 
preserved from declension in their experience, 
and from apostacy in their profession, by such at- 
tentions. 


Since your last Anniversary, [ have distributed 
14073 pages of Tracts, making in all 24733 pages 


this Socicty ; besides many religious newspapers 
and some other periodicals, which have been fur- 
nished for this purpose, as before noticed. These 
donations have. been accompanied with such re- 
marks to the recipients as seemed most likely, at 
the time, to do them good. 

Respected friends, let us not cease to pray for 
one another, and for the blessing of God upon the 
labor of our hands. Let us go on unto perfec- 
jtion in the Missionary work—increasing in zeal 

and faithfulness, until there shall not remain “a 
vice upreformed” in the city, nor “a duty neglect- 
ed” inthe Churches to which we belong. 

In the course of my ministerial services, the last 
year, I have had the pleasing satisfaction of ad- 
ministering the ordinance of Baptism to two of 
my own chillren—three I had previously bap- 
itized. All my children, now on earth, are happi- 
| ly united, hy profession at least, and I hope and 

trust in godly sincerity, with the people of the 
Lord. May they, abide in Christ, and bring forth 
much fruit. Oh my friends, pray for us—and I do 
assure you that I cannot express my feelings 
towards you more appropristely, and, ¥ trust, ac- 











are pow going forward in this city, under your 
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ceptably, than to pray that the same blessings 
which I have experienced in my family inay ever 
rest upon you and your dear children.

Visits of Clergymen to the Sick. 

It is about fifteen years since, that I officiated 
in a parish in the county of N———. The wife 
ofa respectable and opulent farmer was in the 
constant habit of attending my ministry. She had 
often expressed high approbation of the discourses 
which she heard ; but I had not observed in her 
any decided marks cfa spiritual renewal of heart, 
or any very visible alteration in her life and de- 
portment. At the expiration of one year she be- 
came seriously ill, and was considered by her 
medical attendant to be in imminent danger. In 
the early stage of her illness she had expressed a 
strong desire to see me; but this wish, through 
the council of her medical attendant, was not com- 
plied with ; and I did not become acquainted with 
her illness and great danger for nearly a week, or 
probably more, as she did not reside in my par- 
ish. Her anxiety to see me daily increased, and 
she earnestly entreated her husband not to deny 
her so great and so much-needed a gratification. 
He felt, as he afterwards told me, the utmost 
readiness to gratify such a desire, and was deep- 
ly distressed in not being allowed todo so; for he 
regarded her with the tenderest affection. But the 
directions and commands of the medical attend- 
ant were so positive and peremptory, that he durgt 
not even indulge his own feelings, or yield to his 
wife’s earnest entreaty ; as he was repeatedly told 
that my visits would tend to increase her disor- 
der, and the consequences of excitement from 
such an interview might prove even fatal. But, 
so great was her alarm of mind, and so oppres- 
sive her sense of guilt from having slighted or 
abused the means of grace which God had mer- 
cifully afforded her, that her state seemed to 
counteract all the united efforts of skill and med- 
icine, and she evidently was daily becoming 
worse. Her husband, as he afterwards inform- 
ed me, had almost daily inquired if he might be 
allowed to send for me to visit his distressed, 
and, as he feared, dying wife; but he uniformly 
received the same reply from the medical gen- 
tleman: “If you do not wish the death of your 
wife, keep Mr. D. at a distance; for if he be 
permitted to attend her, I will no longer hold 
myself responsible for the issue, nor would you 
be giving me or my medicines any chance of 
success.” A pious neighbor, however, sent me 
word how ill she was, and how distressingly 
slarmed she felt from the burden of guilt upon 
ber conscience, and bow very anxiously she de- 
sired to see me. On this information, I hastened 
to her house, and found her husband at home. 
He received me civilly, but coldly, and said, that 
he was sorry I had taken the trouble to come, as 
he had the most positive directions from her med- 
ical friend not to allow me, or any one else, to 
visit her, with a view to converse on the subject 
of religion; with the assurance from him, that any 
additional agitation, under her present strongly 
excited system, would prove most injurious, and 
perhaps fatal. I said all I could to remove his 
fears, and repeatedly avowed my full conviction 
that all the objections of his medical friend to my 
visiting his afflicted and distressed wife arose 
solely from his entire ignorance of the nature of 
true religion, and what would be the result of 
spiritual counsel, reading, or prayer to her now 
almost overwhelmed soul. He manifested great 
tenderness of affection for her during our couver- 
sation, and evidently labored under a severe 
struggle in his mind, between a wish to gratify 
her earnest desire,and the fear lest his compli- 
ance with our united request, in opposition to the 
judgment and direction of the medical gentleman, 
should prove more injurious than beneficial. 1 
believe that his fear of injury would have pre- 
vailed, if the pious neighbor before mentioned 
who was in the sick room and heard my voice, 
had not approached, and said with tears, “ I come 
with a request from your dear wife, that, if you 
love her, and would wish her either to live or die 
jhappy, you would permit Mr. D. to see her.” 
| Having said this, she wept aloud. The husband 
now burst into tears, and, his affection prevail- 
ing over his fears, he said, “If it must be so, go 
to my wife; and may God bless your endeavors 
to do her good!” ‘The kind neighbor went be- 
fore me, to apprise the afilicted sufferer, of the 
permission granted to me to visit her, to converse 
and pray with her. On my entering the room, 
she made an effort to raise herself from the bed 
and to stretch out her hands towards me; but 
her weakness prevented this strong expression 
of her feelings, and she sank down again. Tears 
and broken words expressed at once her grati- 
tude, herstate, and her wishes. I need not dwell 
on particulars. After a few minutes she becéme 
more calm, and was able to state to me her con- 
victions, her eorrow of heart, and her fears. 
There was no peculiar difficulty in her case. 
A sick bed had been the means, under the bles- 
sing of the Holy Spirit, of leading her to serious 
self-examination, and had brought to her re- 
memberance her sins, negligences, and ignor- 
ance; the means of grace slighted, convictions 
of guilt stifled, conscience trifled with: so that 
transgressions, Which before had made little im- 
pression on her mind, now appeared of a crim- 
son dye, and were felt as an intolerable burden 
on her conscience. By the blessing of God, | 
was enabled so to speak, and to apply his word 
to her state, that the precious promises which it 
contains were received in faith, and embraced 
with a willing mind, and found to be “the joy 
and rejoicing of her heart.” The word of in- 
struction being thus blessed by the Spirit of God 
to her soul, prayer was full of power and holy 
comfort; and after it was ended, she said, “ I am 
now quite a new person to what I was before. I 
now feel the love of Christ far exceeding all that 
I could desire or deserve. I am a wonder to 
myself. What a mighty and gracious change 
has the Spirit of Christ wrought in me! God 
bless you! I am happy and blessed indeed! 
How cruel it was not to allow you to come to 
see me in my distress! but it was all owing to 
their ignorance of the real comfort of the reli- 
gion of Jesus Christ.’—On my return to her hus- 
band, I informed him in what a composed and 
happy state of mind I had left his dear wife. 
ile was now most thankful for the interview, 
and expressed his hope that I would repeat my 
visits as often as [ had opportunity. He was 
sent for by his wife before I had left the house : 
and on his return to me, he said, “that she bad 
sent for him to tell him how kind it was to al- 
low me to come to her, and to assure him that 
she was now quite happy.” He added, “It is 
indeed truly wonderful to see the difference in 
so shorta time. I am now ashamed and griev- 
ed that I ever for a moment prevented your 
visiting my house; and more especially as my 
dear wife has suffered so much distress of mind 
from my own ignorance, and from my too read- 
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ily complying with the direction of my medical 
friend.” Inthe evening her medical attendant 
called, and found her lying quiet and compos- 
ed in bed. On feeling her pers he turned, 
with asmile of satisfaction, and said to the nurse, 
“ Well, Ihad my hopes that your mistress would 
be better from the change of medicine ; but I did 
not really expect to find her so much improved 
since yesterday. She is now so composed, and 
every symptom is so favorable, that I pro- 
nounce her decidedly better, and as I now hope, 
out of all danger.” ‘The nurse only replied, 
“Mr. D. was here to see her this morning, and 
she has been better ever since.”—It may be prop- 
er just to add, that she recovered from a lin- 
gering illness; and I have great pleasure in 
saying that her affliction was blessed to her and 
to her husband, and they both lived for many 
years, ornaments of the Gospel of Christ and a 
blessing to many around them.—Chris. Obs.

“Dean Mapam,—lI wish it were in my power 
to give you such advice as might be relied upon 
with confidence in a situation so trying and per- 
plexing as that in which you are placed. That 
we ought to obey God rather than man is the dic- 
tate both of reason and Scripture,—nor am I 
aware on what principles the refusal of an ac- 
countable creature, to comply with the injunc- 
tions of his Creator and Redeemer, can be justi- 
fied, whatever consequences may ensue ; to de- 
cline obedience to his commands, from the fear 
of the displeasure of a fellow-creature, is nothing 
less than to transfer our allegiance from God to 
man; the authority of the Supreme Being is un- 
questionably paramount to every other, and the 
language of our Saviour on this point is clear 
and express, ‘He that loveth father or mother 
more than me, is not worthy of me.’ Much, 
however, appears to depend on your being at age: 
unless you are, it may well he doubtful whether 
you have a right to act for yourself'in violation 
of the prohibition of a parent. How a minor, 
under the legal authority of a father, ought to 
conduct herself in your situation, is a difficult 
problem, which it requires more sagacity to solve, 
than I feel myself to possess ; and supposing you 
are legally at your own disposal, | have no hesi- 
tation in saying that, afler a few weeks delay, that 
your conduct may not appear the result of a sud- 
den impulse, it will be your duty to follow the 
Lord in the sacrament of baptism, as I have not 
the smallest doubt that infaut sprinkling is a mere 
human invention, and a_ nullity. ‘The Lord 
whom you serve has the hearts of all in his hands: 
and if your ways please him, he will probably 
cause even your enemies to be at peace with you. 
At all events, ‘he that walketh uprightly walk- 
eth surely,’ and you cannot expect to enjoy his 
presence or bis approbation unless you are deter- 
mined to abide by the determinations of his will. 
You will be aware, my dear madam, of the in- 
dispensable necessity of imploring bis guidance 
and assistance by earnest prayer, both that you 
may know the path of duty, and that you may 
possess courage and resolution to walk in it.

Anecdote of Washington. 

The surprise and capture of the Hessian troops 
at Trenton, is a well remembered event in our 
revolutionary history. It occurred at the darkest 
period of the struggle, and it was in the hour 
when the hopes of the most sanguine had almost 
failed, that God so signally interposed to save our 
land. 

On that eventful morning, Colonel Biddle, of 
Philadelphia, rode by the side of Washington, 
and it is from the oft-repeated relation of the cir- 
cumstances of that contest, that we have derived 
our knowledge of the following iuteresting fact: 
The American troops crossed the Delaware 
about nine miles above Trenton, aad marehed in 
two divisions upon the town. This unexpected 
approach, and vigorous attack of foes, supposed 
to be dispirited and defeated, was completely suc- 
cessful; and although the floating ice in the river 
had delayed the crossing, and it was 8 o’clock 
when Washington entered the village, the victory 
was gained with an ease altogether unexpected. 
In a few minutes, all the outguards were driven 
in, and the American forces having surrounded 
the town, resistance became fruitless, and the 
enemy surrendered. When this event was com- 
municated to Washington, he was pressing for- 
ward, and animating his troops by his voice and 
example. Instautly checking his horse and throw- 
ing the reins upon his neck, the venerable man 
raised his hands and eyes to heaven, and thus si- 
lently and emphatically acknowledged whence 
the victory had come, and what aid he had im- 
plored, to guard his beloved country in the peril- 
ous conflicts. It was not until the lapse of about 
a minute, that he paused from his devout thank- 
fulness, and ordered the troops to stand to their 
arms.

But now Isit with all the 
windows and the dour wide open, and am regaled 
with the scent of every flower in a garden as full of 
flowers as I have known how to make it. We keep 
no bees, but if I lived ina hive [ should hardly hear 
more of their music. All the bees in the neighbour- 
hood resort toa bed of mignonette, opposite to the win- 
dow, and pay me for the honey they get out of it by a 
hum, which, though rather monotonous, is as agreeable 
to my earas the whistling of my linnets. Alithe sounds 
that nature utters are delightful, at Jeast in this coun- 
try. I should not perhaps find the roaring of lions in 
Africa, or of bears in Russia, very pleasing ; but I know 
no beast in England whose voice I do not account mu- 
sical, save and except always the braying of an ass. 
The notes of all our birds and fowls please me, without 
one exception. I should not indeed think of keeping 
a goose in a cage, that I might hang him up in tho par- 
lour for the sake of his melody, but a goose upon a 
common, of in a farm-yard, is ne bad performer; and 
as to insects, if the black beetle, and beetles indeod 
of all hues, will keep ont of my way, [ have no objec- 
tion to any of the rest; on the contrary, in whatever 
key they sing, from the gnat’s fine treble, to the base 
of the humble bee, I admire them all. Seriously liow- 
ever, it strikes me a3 a very observable instance of 
providential kindness to man, that such an exact ac- 
cord has been contrived between his ear, and the 
sounds with which, at least in a rural situation, it is 
almost every moment visited. All the world is sensi- 
ble of the uncomfortable effeet that certain sounds 
have upon the nerves, and consequently upon the epir- 
its —And if'a sinful world had been filled with such as 
would have curdled the blood, and have made the 
sense of hearing a perpetual inconvenience, { do not 
know that we should have had a right to complain. 
But now the fields, the woods, the gardens, have each 
their concert, and the ear is for ever regaled by crea- 
tures who seem only to please themselves. Even the ears 
that are deaf to the Gospel are conticually entertained, 
though without knowing it, by sounds for whieh they 
are solely indebted to its Author. ‘There is somewhere 
in infinite space, a world that does not rol! within the 
precincts of mercy, and as it is reasonable, and even 
scriptural, tosuppose that there is music in Heaven,in 
those dismal regions perhaps the reverse of it is found ; 
tones so dismal, as to make wo itself more insupporta- 
ble, ard to acuminate even despair.

Infant Baptism. 

Enclosed is an extract from the writings of S. T. Corr- 
RIDGE, Esq. the most profound and philosophical of any 
living English author. He has been a elergyman of the 
Church of England, and is still an enthusiastic defender of 
it, as the most apostolical church in the world. In a com- 
ment, however, on an Aphorism in his “‘Aids to Reflec- 
tion,” entitled Baplism, he makes the following admis- 
sions. — L. 

“7 have, I confess, no eye for these smoke-like 
wreaths of influence, this ever-widening special Ergo 
from the natural aperture of perhaps a single text: or ra- 
ther an interpretation forced into it, by construing an 
idiomatic phrase in an artless narrative, with the same 
absoluteness, as if it had formed part of a mathematical 
problem. I start back trom these inverted pyramids, 
where the apex is the base! If I should inform any 
one I had called at a friend’s house, but had found no 
body at home, the family having all gone to the play ; 
and if he, on the strength of this information, should 
take occasion to asperse my friend's wife, for unmoth- 
erly conduct, in taking an infant, six months old,toa 
crowded theatre ; would you aliow him to press on the 
words nobody and all in justification of the slander ? 
Would you not tell him, the words were to be inter- 
preted by the nature of the subject, the purpose of the 
speaker, and their ordinary acceptation? And that 
he must, or might nave known, that infants of that age, 
would not be admitted to the theatre? Exactly so, 
with regard to the words, “ He and all bis household,” 
tad the baptism of infents at that early period of tha 
gospel boen a known practice, or had this been previ- 
ously demonstrated—then indeed the argument thet 
there wasin all probability, one or more infants or young 
children in so large a family, would be no otherwise 
objectionable than as being superfluous, and a sort of 
anti-climax in logic. But if the words are cited as 
the proof, it would be a clear petitio principti, though 
there had been nothing else against it. But when we 
turn back to the seriptures preceding the narrative, 
and find repentance and belief demanded asthe terms 
and indispensable conditions of baptism, then the case 
above imagined applies in its full force. Equally vain 
is the pretended analogy from cireumeision, which was 
no sacrament at all, but the means and mark of a nation- 
al distinction. * * * * Nor was it ever pretended that 
any grace was conferred with it, or that the rite was 
significant of any internal or spiritual operation. * * * 

*** The texts appealed to, as commanding or 
authorizing Infant Baptism, are all, without exeeption, 
made to bear a sense neither contained nor deducible ; 
and likewise (historically considered,) there exists no 
sufficient positive evidence that the baptism of infants 
was instituted by the apostles, or the practice of the 
Apostolic age.—[ Page 213.—J. Marsh's Ed. 





Marriace. 


By this sacred tie, two persons are made one in their 
interests, affections, and every worldly consideration ; 
and they are also one in the sight of God. Marriage, 
to be productive of mutual comfurt, must not be lightly 
contracted, nor the state entered upon without due re- 
flection on the characters whicli are to be united; and 
even between those whose characters appear the most 
likely to ensure happiness in marriage, there must be 
a constant regard to each other's wishes and inclina- 
tions, as well as a constant indulgence to each other's 
faults and weaknesses. Let the Tusband clrerish and 
protect his wife ; let him show her, at ail times, that 
he prefers her to all other women; let him ensure the 
submission of her will by gentleness, not by arbitrary 
authority ; let him communicate his affairs to her with 
confidence ; since, by marriage, all his coneerns be- 
come equally hers; and let him teach her to find plea- 
sure in the domestic cares of his family and the maa- 
agement of his children, by sharing them with her. 

Nor are the duties of a wife less important to mutual 
happiness; or less absolute on her part. — Let her love 
her husband next to God; let her submit to him with 
mildness, and obev him with cheerfulness ; let her de- 
servo his confidence by her discretion, her modesty, 
and reserve; and let them both be inviolably faithful 
to each other; not content with turning with horror 
from actual alienation, buteven avoiding, with the ut- 
most precaution, every thing which may create the 
least jealousy or uneasiness to each other, or break 
that confidence which isthe bond of their union, and 
which, once broken, or weakened, cannot be restored.

Hottentot Dinner. 
The word Hottentot was not long since synonymous with 
all that ia stupid and filthy. What a delightful contrast 
to the stories we used to hear, have we in the following pic- 
ture! It is an account, by a Freach missionary, of a din- 
Hottentots to the Rev. Dr. Philip, mis- 
sionary of the London Society, as an expressionof grat 
tude for his exertions in behalf of their liberties. [ Ree. 

The School-hotse alone was large enough to 
contain all the guests; who, if we include the child- 

ren, amounted to about 250, At three in the af- 
‘ternoon, the bell announced that all was ready; and 
at this signal, we direeted eur steps toward the 
achool. 

The first thing that struck me, on entering the 
room, was two long tables, one with eighty dishes, 
‘the other with forty, containing diferent kinds of 
meat and vegetables, all dresved in the English | 
emanner. ‘That which next drew our attention | 
was the clothes of the Hottentots, which were 
much better made than those of our peasants in 
France. ‘The cleanliness of those who waited at 
table, the good quality of the diflerent meats 
which were served, and the harmless gaiety which 
the repast inspired, were well calcalated.to remove 
‘the repngnance which is felt in Europe, when we 
“speak of dining with Hottentots. But what struck 
us more than all, was the promptitude and skilful- 
ness ofthe boys and girls who waited at table, 
‘whether they changed the plates,handed the bread, 
‘poured out the beverage, or helped the dishes; they 
Aan, crossed, passed, and repassed one another, and 
acquitted themselves with as much dexterity as 
-the waiters at the hotels of London or Paris. 

You will perhaps think, afterall f have told you 
‘ot this dinner, that we were entirely occupied with 
‘our Hottentotsin eating and drinking; but you 

mistake; for at the same time a scene was passing | 
‘before us which raised our thoughts above materi- 
al things. We had scarcely begun dinner, when | 
‘thirty young girls entered, decked in their holiday 
dress, and placed themscives on a little gallery at 
‘the end ef the room; they soon began to sing in 
-choras, English and Dutch hymns. Nothing could 
*he more sweet and melodious than their voices, for 
‘the Hottentots are naturally musicians. I have 
heard children of four or five years old sing ditler- 
ent accompaniments perfectly; and they have, in| 
general, so decided a taste for music, that they | 
will sing a whole day without fatigue. When the |

House at Framingham, on Wednesday and Thursday, of 
last week, being the 26th and 27th ultimo, ‘The public 
services commenced at 10 o'clock, and were introduced 
with singing and prayer by the venerable Mr. Grafton, af- 
ter which, Rev. Dr. Sharp, of Boston, delivered a very ap- 
propriate discourse from that animating and encouraging 
declaration of the Psalmist uttered when in deep affliction 
(Psalm cii.

The new building, furniture, 
books, &e. of the school which we had for some time sus- 
tainel there, and the dwelling of the British aud Foreign 
Bible Society’s agent, have also been destroyed. Mr. 
Goodell removed at once to Boyukdere, a village on the 
Bosphorus, where he has comfortable accommodations for 
the present. On learning of his misfortune our countrymen 
here have promptly collected more than $150 in money 
which T shall forward to him by the next post.

The following is from the Synod’s Narrative of the state 
of religion within its bounds for the year ending Oct. 18, 
1831, published in the N. Y. Observer. 

The year has been marked by signal displays of the grace 
and power of God. In common with other portions of 
Zion, very many of our churches have been refreshed and 
«quickened, and received precious accessions to their com- 
munion. Among these trophies of divine grace are found 
men of wealth, and talent, and influence, many heads of 
families in the vigor of life, but still more in the interesting 
period of youth. The Presbyteries have all shaved more or 
Jess in this work of merey. Within the limits ofthe Pres- 
bytery of Newark, the congregations of Paterson, first and 
second of Orange, South Orange, Parsippany, Bloomfield, 
first, second and third of Newark, Hanever, Newfoundland, 
Caldwell, Rockaway, and Hardiston, have felt the influence 
of God's special presence ; and some of them have enjoyed 
extensive revivals of religion. Within the bounds of the 
Presbytery of Elizabethtown, God has poured out his 
Spirit to a greater or leas extent upon the first and second 
congregations of Elizabethtown, Chester, first and second 

of Woodbridge, Plainfield, Mendham, Chatham Village, 
and Rahway; and to some of the churches large accessions 
have teen made. Of the congregations under the eare of 
the Presbytery of New- Brunswick, Princeton, Kingston, 
Trenton City, Lawrence, and some others, have in some 
measure felt the power of the Spirit, in his quickening in- 
fluence upon the people of God, and upon his awakening 
and transforming influence upon sinners. Within the limits 
of the Presbytery of Newton the rain of righteousness hav 
descended upen the congregations of Amwell United first, 
Newton, Oxforii, Amwell, Lamington, and Greenwich ;

And thanks be to God, our labors are notin vain. We 
have three lovely churches, and about two hundred 
baptized converts, and some are in glory. A spirit of 
religious inquiry is extensively spreading throughout 
the country, and the signs of the times indicate thatthe 
great renovation of Burmah is drawing near. O if we 
had about twenty more, versed in the language, and 
means to spread schools, and tracts, and Bibles to any 
extent, how happy I should be. But those rocks and 
those icy mountains have crushed us down for many 
years. However, 1 must not leave my work to write 
letters. It is seldom that I write a letter iome, ex- 
cept my journal, and that Iam obliged to ao. I took 
up my pen, merely to acknowledge your kindness, and 
behold, I have scratched out a long letter, which I hope 
you wiil excuse, and believe me,

The Newport Baptist Association held their third Anni- 
versary at Unity, N. H. Aug. 3land Sept. 1. Introductory 
sermon preached at 10 A. M. by Rev. Gibbon Williams, 
from Isa. ix. 7. After an intermission of an hour, the As- 
sociation met in the Town House for business, and Rev. 
Charles Cummings preached at the same time in the Meet- 
ing-House. The Association organized by choosing Rev. 
Oren Trady, Moderator, and Rey. G. Williams, Clerk.— 
A committee of arrangements was appointed. There are 
in this body eleven churches, 10 ordained Ministers, three 
approbated preachers, and 1235 communicants.

The 
new President has broken up all the clubs and declar- 
ed the formation of new ones to be treason. 

The head-quarters of the Poles were at the gates of 


the army being concentrated near by. The Russian 
Field Marshal, having been joined by Rudiger’s Divi- 
sion, is encamped at the distance of one or two leagues. 


Belgian Ministry.—A change has taken place in the 
Belgian Ministry. M. de Muclenaere takes the De- 
partment of the Luster, in the place of M. Tuchman ; 
M. Lehon, Ambassador at Paris, is called to Foreign 
Affairs, in lieu of M. de Muclenaere; M. Ch. de 
Bronckere remains Minister of War. 

Later.—An arrival at New York brings Liverpool dates 
to Sept. 17. Rev. Drs. Hawes and Hewit came passen- 

ers. 

The accounts from Poland are unsatisfactory. It is said 
that the Great Powers are about concluding arrangements 
favorable to the Poles—that the Russians have been beaten 
—and again, that the Poles have suffered a reverse. A 
Leipsic article of Sept. 7, speaks of it as certain, that the 
Russians iad been beaten and were retreating precipitately. 
—The cholera has reached Berlin, Magdeburg and Pilnitz. 

Particulars of the late Insurrection in Pernambu- 
co.—The schr. Breakwater has arrived at Stonington, 
Conn. from Pernambuco, whence she sailed on the 27th 
September. The Stonington Phenix, on the autherity of 
passengers, thus describes he disturbance : 

* Three battalions of regular troops mutined and took 
possession of the city, plundering it for three days, and 
slaughtering numbers of the inhabitants. It is supposed 
that the operations of the military were instigated by one 
of the numerous political parties which now distract the 
country. Being without leaders or any regular organiza- 
tion, the brutal sokliery were quelled by foreign residents 
and the citizens. Those who escaped the fire were arrest- 
ed and put on board vessels, to the number of about 700. 
The amount of property plundered was estimated at two 
and a half millions of dol'as. [tis supposed that foreign 
merchants will be the principal sufferers.” 





FALL OF WARSAW! 

The English ship Arkwright arrived at New York, 
brings the intelligence, which is generelly believed, 
that the Poles have lost their city of Warsaw, which 
capitulated to the Russian arms on the 7th. or I1th. of 
September, after two days of sanguinary fighting. It 
isan event which could not but be expected, and it is 
said to have produced no effect on the London Ex- 
ehange. The Russians carried by assault all the en- 
trenchments which had been raised to protect the city. 
The Russian army entered Praga, maintaining perfeet 
order. Persons and property were respected. 
Poles were retiring upon Modlin and Plock, where it 
was supposed they would make an effort to maintain 
themselves,

Oct. 13.—Murder.—In a previous 
paper we gave an account of what was then supposed 
to be the accidental burning of the dwelling-house of 
Mr. Henry Lewis, of Prince George, in which that 
gentleman was consumed. We have since been in- 
formed, that some suspicion having been excited, an 
investigation took place in the eariy part of last week, 
which resulted in the committal to prison of five of Mr. 
L's. slaves, on a charge of murder. It appears, from 
the partial confessions of the negroes, that they enter- 
ed the house after their master had retired to rest, miur- 
dered him io his bed, robbed him of his money, and 
some valuable articles, and then set fire to the house to 
prevent suspicion. The se 001d was found in the 
places designated by the culprits. They are in the 
hands of justice; and there, for the present, we leave 
them.—ZJnt. 


The Madawaska Difficulties.—The St. John Courier 
of the 22d inst. contains a report of the trial of the three 
persons arrested at Madawaska, and carried to Frede- 
rickton, on the charge of conspiring and confederating 
together to subvert the government of his Britannic 
Majesty in the Province. The acts proved were the 
holding of a meeting to organize the settlement of Ma- 
dawaska as a town under the act of incorporation pas- 
sed at the last session of the Maine Legislature. One 
of the defendants was chosen moderator; and presided 
at the meeting, another was chosen Town Clerk, and 
the third a Selectman, and took the oaths prescribed by 
the laws of Maine for persons holding those offices. 
They were found guilty, and were sentenced each to 
pay a fine of £50, and to be imprisoned three months. 

The defendants were arraigned on another indict- 
ment for stirring up sedition, &ec. in assembling to 
choose a Representative to the Legislature of Maine, 
and making choice of Peter Lizotte for Representative. 
To this indictnent they pleaded not guilty, and the 
trial was postponed to February. 

Another Warning. —On Monday evening, says the 
Albany Argus, the dwelling-house of the widow Ste- 
vens, of Knox, in this county, was destroyed by fire ; 
and we are mueh pained to add, that the owner, aged 
about 90 years, and her son William Stevens, aged 60 
years, both perished in the flames. This accident af- 
fords another distressing proof of the evil effects of in- 
temperance ; as the son, who had been absent during 
the day, returned intoxieated with a jug of spirits, on 
the evening of the fire, and from his carelessness the 
accident is supposed to have originated.

Picture of the Cholera. 

The following is an extract of a letter from Rev. Richard 
Knill, dated at St. Petersburgh, July 20, 1831. It givesa 
vivid picture of the distress which that awful visitant which 
is now desolating some parts of Europe, ofien doubtless 
brings into the bosom of happy families. —The alarm at St. 
Petersburgh commenced early in June. Mr. K. and bis 
family had spent a little time at their country residence ; 
but he thought it his duty in such a season of distress and of 
sudden deaths, to be with bis Q@uck. After stating these 
circumstances, he proceeds : [ Recorder. 

Friday the 19th we returned to town. ‘The dis- 
ease was gving on with its ravages; but nothing 
particular happened among our friends until Wed- 
nesday the 24th, when Mrs. Dixon, one of our 
earliest friends, was attacked, and was soon thought 
to be dying. I went to see her, and took, as | 
thought, my last farewell—but she is now recov- 
ered. 

25th. My dear little Joseph was seized with 
sonvulsions. ‘These are alarming at all times, but 
were rendered peculiarly so at present. But this 
was notenough. God had more in reserve to exer- 
cise our faith and patience, and love and resigna- 
tion. About midnight, Mr. Venning’s steward 
sent us word that he was seized with cholera, and 
entreated us to come to him. We ran—and after 
consulting for a few minutes what should be done, 
I hastened for a doctor, and found oue who admin- 
istered immediate assistance and relief. By the 
prompt assistance afforded to this man his life was 
preserved. Indeed, in almost every instance where 
smmediate aid could not be procured, the patient died. 
{ remained up all night, to watch, lest the malady 
might take any sudden change. ‘This, together 
with the circumstances of my dear suflering child, 
greatly affected me. But I was not permitted to 
rest; for early on Friday (26th) a note came from 
Mrs. Chapman, the excellent mistress of our Lan- 
casterian school—written with her own hand, say- 
ing that she was very ill. Our good friends, Mr. 
Gillebrand and Mrs. Merrielees, immediately went 
to her, and procured for her all possible assistance 
—but alas! it was all of no avail. This was a 

dreadiul day in St. Petersbugh. Among the hun- 
dreds of people who were attacked with cholera, | 
never based of one who recevered. A _ kind 
and excellent doctor came home and wept like a 
child—every one whom he had visited that day 
died under his hands. Dear Mrs. Chapman left a 
delightful testimony. She rejoiced in God her Sa- 
viour. On Saturday morning, at four, she expired. 
Dear Mrs. Gillebrand took her,little orphan daugh- 

ter to live with them. In the afternoon I performed 
the funeral service, and, together with the mem- 

bers of the School Committee, accompanied the 

body to the ground expressly appointed for persons 

who died of cholera. Here the scene was truly 

awful. Numerous coffins were resting, some on 

carts, and others on the ground, waiting till graves 

could be dug for them. We procured two men 

to dig a grave for our friend, and we saw her com- 

mitted to the dust, in sure and certain hops of a 

joyful resurrection to eternal life. Little did I then 
think that her grave would soon be opened to re- 

-ccive one of my sweet boys—but so it came to pass. 
About ten in the evening I returued from the 











Saturday night. My next business was to go in 
search of adoctor, and happily met with one at 
home. He ordered bathing, bleeding, &c. "This 
kept me up all night. A dear Christian friend 
watched with us. [t was a good preparation for 
the pulpit, as far as it respected the subject, but it 
exhausted my strength. Our morning service was 
thinly attended. Some were sick, others were 
watching, aud others were afraid to venture out, 
My text was, “ Blessed is that servant whom his 
Lord, when he cometh, shall find watching.” It 
was my last text; and I have often thought since, 
that I should never preach again. Monday passed 
over pretty peacefully; but on ‘I uesday, the 30th, 
my little Joseph was seized with symptoms nearly 
resembling cholera, yet we fondly thought that 
children were exempt from the malady. ‘The night 
came on, and the child grew worse. it was a 
night long to be remembered. It was spent in 
watching and prayer. ‘The dear little fellow fre- 
quently said “ thirst;”’ and I believe he never re- 
peated it but I thought of the Redeemer and his 
agonies, and drew comfort from his dying love. 
At four the following morning, when the child ap- 
peared to be dying, I called my wife into the ad- 
joining room, where our other two boys were 
sleeping, and we kneeled down together, and once 
more gave up ourselves and our offspring to the 
Lord, committing in an especial manner the spirit 
of our Joseph into the Saviour’s hands. Ah! dear 
fathers and mothers, who have been bereaved of 
vour children, you will understand what were our 
feelings. And now, while we stood in silent wait- 
ing, to see the child expire, another wave was pre- 
paring to roll over us. A sound from another 
quarter pierced our hearts—‘ Johnny is seized.” 
This seemed like a sword in our bones. 1 has- 
tened toa dear friend, Mr. Ropes, from America, 
who was now staying with us, and begged him to 
arise and help us. ‘Two doctors came. My wife, 
and servants, and friends were employed in bathing, 
rubbing, blistering, &c. this lovely boy, while I was 
left to wateh and weep over the other dying child. 
‘The cholera made dreadful havoc on John. He 
seemed death-seized, and amidst tears, and sighs, 
and groans, and efforts of no common kind, he sunk 
into the arms of death before noon, So rapidly did 
death execute his commission! In the evening our 
friends conveyed his body to the cholera-burying 
ground, and placed him in Mrs, Chapman’s grave. 

My heart sinks at the recital, but [ must go on. 
At this moment, when we needed every assistance, 
our servant man became alarmed, and requested 
his wages, that he might go to his family in the 
interior; and LT was actually compelled to dismiss 


Learned Folly. 


When Bonaparte invaded Egypt, his scientific at- 
tendants discovered on the ceiling of the temple of 
Denderah, a sculptural zodiac, containing many ilies: 
glyphical figures. In their learned investigations, they 
asserted that this presented the aspect of the heavens 
some 15,000 years ago, and fixed the origin of the zo- 
diac and the temple far beyond the time of the creation.
